period the president again left

return he instructed the police to with- 
draw, declaring, amid a tremendous up- 
roar: "I entrust myself to your care. 
Do as you please, but remember this is 
no personal question. The honor of your 
chair is at stake." 


The president then called upon Count 


Stuerg-kh to speak, but the tumult con- 
tinued and the president suspended 
Dasynski, who had some time previously 
shouted that the president should be in 
jail, for three sitting's. When he re- 
fused to leave the house the president 
summoned the police, and the turbulent 
deputy was ejected from the building. 
Subsequently the president suspended 11 
other deputies. The scenes throughout 
the sitting- afterwards were as disor- 
derly as those of the earlier parts of the 
day, and the house finally adjourned 
until today.

peers with American wives. As there

list, and only one Scotch, a viscount.
